dazzling, full-bodied epic, 

“20,000 Leagues Under the Sea” 
is considered one of the most imaginative 
and innovative science fiction films of all 
time. Walt Disney’s decision to make a 
movie version of the futuristic Jules 
Verne novel (1869) took place after he 
assigned Harper Goff, a Disneyland 
designer, to work on a quite different 
project. 

“Walt wanted me to see if a film made 
at the marine lab of the California Insti- 
tute of Technology could fit into an 
undersea documentary for his True-Life 
Adventure series,” Goff says. 

“While developing a storyboard for it, 
I daydreamed about the old silent screen 
version of ‘20,000 Leagues Under the 
Sea’ I visualized a sequence in which two 
divers go down to the ocean floor and 
explore the wonders of the deep. I went 
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ahead and made a series of sketches for 
Walt’s film. When he found out they 


vere based on ‘20,000 Leagues, he de- 


cided that he wanted to make a new 
movie version of the book.” 

Walt put Goff in charge of the pro- 
duction’s development and his first 
challenge was to create the Nautilus, a 
submarine which had, according to 
Verne, the outward appearance of a sea 
monster. 

“I always thought that the shark and 
alligator were deadly-looking in the 
water,” Goff says, “so I based my design 
on their physical characteristics. The 
submarine’s streamlined body, dorsal fin 
and prominent tail simulated traits of the 
shark. The heavy rivet patterns on the 
surface plates represented the rough 
skin on the alligator, while the forward 
viewports and top searchlights repre- 
sented its menacing eyes.” 


Goff built an 18-inch model and 
showed it to Disney. “He thought it was 
too cluttered,” Goff says. “He handed me 
an aluminum cigar capsule and said, 
‘That’s what I think the Nautilus should 
look like? He wanted a sleek, cylindrical 
craft with a bullet nose. I totally dis- 
agreed.” 

Despite their differences, Goff man- 
aged to convince Disney of his concept 
and went on to design the submarine’s 
interiors, which combined futuristic, 
piston-driven machinery with 19th cen- 
tury culture. In Goff’s imaginative re- 
creation of the captain’s salon, elegant 
furnishings blended tastefully with the 
surrounding tubular iron framework 
and jewel-like nautical instruments. 
“Nothing looks more attractive than a 
combination of rough iron and elegant 
luxury,” Goff says. “Although the 
Nautilus was a machine of the future, her 
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Model 
maker 


captain vvould have been uncomfortable 
living in an ultra-modern, 20th century 
high-tech interior.” 

After one year of preproduction, film- 
ing on “20,000 Leagues” began off 
Lyford Cay in the Bahamas. Kirk Doug- 
las, James Mason, Paul Lukas and Peter 
Lorre led the all-male cast. The first se- 
quence to be shot vvas the undersea 
burial in which a sailor from the Nautilus 
is laid to rest ina coral grave. It took eight 
tedious days to complete and required 33 
men to be underwater simultaneously — 
11 in front of the camera and 22 behind 
it, including director Richard Fleischer, 
photographers, technicians, crew mem- 
bers and ever-present underwater safety 
men. To keep them from kicking up 
clouds of sand and coral dust, Fleischer 
had heavy hemp matting carpeted along 
the ocean floor. Scenes of cannibals 
storming the Nautilus were filmed off 
Montego Bay in Jamaica, with local na- 
tives playing the headhunters. 

“Everybody who’s read the book re- 
members the underwater burial, the 
cannibal attack, and the fight with the 
giant squid,” Fleischer recalls, “so we had 
to include them in the picture. 
The squid fight was the most 
technically difficult to film, 
and it plagued the pro- 
duction for months.”

ler and mechanical effects expert Robert 
A. Mattey were responsible for the crea- 
tion of the monster squid. Its tentacles 
were built of rubber, steel springs, flexi- 
ble tubing, glass cloth, lucite and plaster. 
Its body was filled with kapok. “In ac- 
tion,” Fleischer said, “the body would ab- 
sorb water and become so heavy that the 
technicians couldn’t move it. The tenta- 
cles would deteriorate right before our 
eyes. Big chunks would fall off in the 
middle of shooting and vve'd have to glue 
them back.” After a week of filming the 
squid fight, which took place on a placid 
sea at sunset, Disney called a halt. He 
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screened the footage for James C. 
Havens, whom he hired to restage and 
reshoot the fight while Fleischer went on 
with remaining scenes. 

“Everything looked fake, Havens re- 
called. “Also, the actors didn’t take the 
fight seriously and clowned on the set. 
The editor who put the footage together 
had a sense of humor, too. He dubbed in 
voices for the actors and the squid. For 
example, while James Mason was jab- 
bing at a tentacle with his harpoon, his 
dubbed voice would say, ‘Sorry about 
that, old chap’ Then the squid’s beak 
would open and reply, “That's quite all 
right, dear boy, because I have nine 
more!’ It was very funny.” 

Havens’ solution to the problem was to 
reshoot the fight in a tremendous storm, 
with the wind and waves crashing into 
the submarine. “I told Walt that a terrific 
gale would add more menace to the fight 
—and would hide the artificiality of the 
squid.” Disney agreed, although the new 
sequence would cost $200,000 and a 
six-week delay in shooting. 

During that time Mattey had finally 
devised an effective method for oper- 
ating the mechanical squid’s 20-foot 
tentacles. “We utilized vacuum and 
air pressure, he explained. “It 
was a system that had never been 
used before. Each tentacle, which 
had a pneumatic tube and thin

spring 
steel 
interior, 
was hooked 
into an air pump. 

When you pressurized the interior, the 
tentacle would expand and straighten 


, out. When you vacuumized it, the tenta- 


cle would draw back and coil up like 
those paper party blowouts. Each tenta- 
cle was supported by half a dozen wires, 
and in some shots we had as many as 50 
people in the overhead catwalk working 
them. After rehearsing the movements, 
we could get a tentacle to reach out and 


wrap itself around an actor’s leg.” 

This was puppetry on a grand scale. 
The squid’s 10-foot-long body was at- 
tached to a hydraulic ram that could raise 
it several feet out of the water; a dolly 
below the ram could move the body in 
any direction. Its snapping, parrot-like 
beak was operated pneumatically, and 
other actions, like the movement of the 
eyes, were electronically controlled. A 
team of 16 men was needed to operate 
the mechanical beast, which weighed 
nearly a ton. Three months after the 
squid fight sequence was first attempted, 
Havens wrapped it up—completing the 
film’s toughest work. 

Looking like it would be a big box of- 
fice winner, “20,000 Leagues” got its first 
commercial break weeks before the pre- 
view. A documentary on the making of 
the film, “Operation Undersea” (see 
page 15), aired on Walt Disney’s brand 
new television series and scored hot 
Nielsen rat- 
ings.

The interest was obviously out 
> there, and “20,000 Leagues” opened 
to favorable reviews. The Los Angeles 
Times echoed most of them by stating, “As 
a sci-fi job, ‘20,000 Leagues’ is the ablest 
since ‘War of the Worlds. Nearly 
everyone should find the voyage 
exhilarating.” The Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences awarded it two 
Oscars. 

Disney’s submarine epic lives on in his 
theme parks. Bits and pieces of the film 
— from the original mattes to an 11-foot 
model of the Nautilus — have popped up 
at both Disneyland and Walt Disney 
World. The Nautilus will appear at the 
Living Seas in EPCOT Center, opening 
early 1986. @

One would think 
that everything that 
can be done has been 
done to William 
Shakespeare. But no 
— tune in “Steve Al- 
len's Comedy Room” 
this month and hear 
Carl Reiner and Mil- 
ton Berle recite the 
balcony scene from 
“Romeo and Juliet.’ 
It is a marvelous 
moment of cockeyed 
classical theater, in- 
spired by an earlier 
turn on the show in 
which Reiner ren- 
ders a soliloquy from 
“Hamlet, Prince of 
Denmark,’’ in 
doubletalk. 

“I found I could do the Bard in dou- 
bletalk years ago when I was with a 
Shakespearean touring company,” 
Reiner,told an interviewer later. “During 
a performance of ‘Hamlet’ I forgot my 
lines and began ad-libbing cues in dou- 
bletalk to get Laertes on stage. He finally 
entered and we got straightened out 
again, but it was a nightmare. 

“I did that bit once more, for fun, ina 
sketch at a Writers Guild Awards dinner; 
Reiner said. “It was based on the supposi- 
tion that Shakespeare’s work was created 
by a team, Shakespeare & Bacon. Bacon 
was the one at home who wrote the stuff. 
I played Shakespeare, the guy who sold

it. The sketch ends with a seven-minute 
monologue where I describe our new 


- play, which I haven't read, to a producer. 


I ran all over the stage in my costume, 
ad-libbing swordfights and parts of 
‘Romeo and Juliet’ and ‘Hamlet’ in iam- 
bic pentameter doubletalk. I got the 
biggest ovation of my life. I should have 
been given a saliva test” 

That performance, which exists only 
in memory, is rivalled by four record al- 
bums about a “2000-Year-Old Man” Mel 
Brooks plays the title character, Reiner 
his rapt interrogator. Their lines are 
wild, funny and unrehearsed. “Mel and I 
have been doing that routine for years. 


He never knows 
what I’m going to ask 
him, and never gives 
me the same answer 
twice? Reiner said. It 
was Steve Allen, after 
seeing them perform 
the “2000-Year-Old 
Man” at parties, who 
urged them to re- 
cord it. Like so many 
top comedians, 
Reiner has known 
Allen for decades. 

“Back in the fif- 
ties,’ Reiner said, 
“everybody thought 
I was Louie Nye. 
People would say, 
‘You were wonderful 
on the “Steve Allen 
Show,” and Td say 
‘No, I was on the 
“Show of Shows” 
with Sid Caesar? For 
years they thought I 
was a member of the 
Steve Allen com- 
pany. I never was. 
Later, in the sixties 
and seventies, I dida 
lot of his talk shows. 
We often attend the 
same parties. When 
we do we find each 
other, sit in a corner, 
and chat away.’ 

A typical day for 
Reiner—comic actor, 
writer, producer, di- 
rector—begins in his 
office where “I either 
read a script or vvork-on scripts that I’m 
about to do. Then I shop at supermar- 
kets on the way home. It’s a kind of 
hobby. I am known in every supermarket 
from Culver City to Beverly Hills. I make 
things like sauerkraut and that takes lots 
of cabbages, believe me” 

The son of a New York watchmaker, 
Reiner is at a loss to explain his gifts as an 
entertainer. “How did Mark Twain be- 
come the greatest single comedy writer 
in the history of the world?” he asked 
rhetorically. “Who knows? It’s environ- 
mental and genetic. I think of myself 
mainly .as an actor who became those 
other things. të 
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hile it takes years to produce 

an animated feature, “Plane 

Crazy,’ the first Mickey 

Mouse cartoon made, was 
completely animated and ready for ink- 
ing and painting in less than three weeks. 
This and thousands of other little-known 
facts about Walt Disney Productions are 
classified in the Disney Archives.

How tall is Mickey Mouse, and who 
did his voice? 

“Walt himself was the voice of Mickey 
Mouse for many years, 
says Dave. “During the re- 
cording of the dialogue 
for “The Pointer’ (a 1939 
Mickey Mouse cartoon 
showing this month on 
“Mouseterpiece Theater’), 
the animators wanted to 
film Walt, hoping to cap- 
ture a sense of the gestures 
and body attitudes he had 
expressed during the story 
conferences. Walt hadn’t 
appeared in front of a 
camera much before, and 
he was nervous, but the 
animators prevailed. The 
camera was positioned far 
enough away from Walt 
that he wouldn’t be aware 
of it, he wore his baggiest, 
most comfortable clothes, 
and the recording pro- 
ceeded. At the point in the 
recording where he said, 
‘I’m Mickey Mouse... 
Y’know? Mickey Mouse”, 
Walt instinctively reached 
out with his 
hand to 
denote

a little kid. It was the only time his 
animators ever knew just how big Walt 
considered Mickey to be. 

“Walt never again allowed the camera 
to film him recording Mickey’s voice, and 
somehow, through the years, that origi- 
nal film of “The Pointer’ recording ses- 
sion mysteriously disappeared” 


Didn't the U.S. Army once 
take over the Disney Studio” 

“During World War II, the 
Army opted to use the Disney 
Studio as a temporary installa- 
tion; Dave says. 

“The soldiers comman- 
deered the sound stage, 
had the film equipment 
taken away, and brought in

equipment for repairing 
trucks and anti-aircraft 
guns. An officer noted 
that the sound stage was 
an ideal locale because 
A it could be used during 
a blackout. The Army 
then took over the em- 
ployee parking sheds and 
used them for storing 
three million rounds of am- 
munition. Military police 
were at every entrance, 
and all studio work- 
ers, including Walt and 
Roy Disney, were finger- 
printed and given iden- 
tification tags to wear 
at all times. Artists had 
JA to room together, free- 
$ ing some office space 
so the soldiers would 
| have places to sleep” 


I heard that 
an orange grove was 
moved to make room for 
Disneyland. True? | 
“Few people know that 
although Disneyland has 
been a success story for 
nearly 30 years, the road to 
its opening on July 17, 1955, 
wasn’t always a smooth 
one, Dave replies. 

“The first steps in pre- 
paring the property that 
would become the Magic 
Kingdom involved remov- 
ing citrus trees and moving 
some houses. The land- | 
scapers designated certain | 
trees to be saved, and tag- 
ged them carefully, using 
strips of red paper for 
those to be saved and green 
paper for those to be re- 
moved. Alas, the bulldozer 
operator was color-blind, 
and couldn’t tell the differ- 
ence. Also, during the tree burning, a 
house on the property was accidentally 
ignited and burned to the ground” 


Who wrote “The Ballad 
of Davy Crockett”?

ou frequently tell us how con-

most entertainment and educa- 
tional value from the television pro- 
grams you watch. Here at The Disney 
Channel, we believe television—when 
used correctly—can be a marvelous in- 
strument for instruction and inspira- 
tion as well as enjoyment. 


Know What You Watch—And Why! 

The first step to getting more out of 
your TV time is knowing what you 
watch — and why. Create simple log 
sheets to track each. person's viewing 
for a week, recording: 

e VVifat programs were watched (and 
their times). 

e Why a particular program was seen. 
(Is it a favorite? Was there nothing 
else to do? Etc.) 

At the end of a week, you'll see pat- 
terns emerging which will help you de- 
cide whether or not to weed out some 
programs. You'll also have a factual tool 
for family discussions about time limi- 
tations, and priorities such as home- 
work, chores and outdoor play. 
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Try Program Sharing And Swapping! 

Using Disney Channel programming 
and The Disney Channel Magazine, 
begin to expand your viewing range by: 

e Taking turns choosing shows for 
everyone to share. 

e Swapping programs (a great way to 
find out more about each other’s likes 
and interests). Adults watch a chil- 
dren’s show; children view a more 
adult-oriented science, nature or 
news program, cultural event, etc. 


View Together And Talk, Talk, Talk! 
Nothing turns television into a teach- 
ing tool faster than discussing what’s on 
screen—even, perhaps especially, if you 
don’t agree. Comment during the pro- 
gram about what you like and don't 
like. Questions to ask include: 
° Do you think that event could really 
happen” 
e Could such a character really exist? 
e Why did the character act like that? 
Even pre-schoolers can benefit from 
expressing their ideas about characters 
or stories in shows such as “Welcome to 
Pooh Corner” (see page 16). 


e What would you do in such a situa- 
tion? 

e Is this like real life? (Experts agree 
that helping children distinguish fan- 
tasy in television is very important.) 


Follow Through On What You View 

As a curiosity-tickler, television has 
no equal! If a show’s subject matter in- 
terests someone in your family try: 

e Reading about it. (See “Find It in the 
Library” on page 34.) 

e Visiting museums, parks or historical 
sites for more information. 

e Using the interest to inspire self- 
expression through writing about the 
subject, painting a character or scene, 
or trying a related craft (see the “Just 
for Kids” section on pages 31-36). 

e Writing a family letter to other televi- 
sion sponsors, networks and stations, 
letting them know you care about 
what your family watches.

Now you have no excuse for letting 
the years and pounds catch up with 
you! Pull up a chair, sit down in it, and 

start improving your health 
and fitness the easy 
Disney way! 
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The Movie Watcher’s Jog 

To avoid straining or tearing your 
muscles, be sure to start every workout 
with this gentle warm-up. 

Raise your right, then your left foot 
as high as possible from the floor as if 
you were jogging. At the same time, 
pump your arms and rock your upper 
body back and forth. Continue your 
“run” for three to five minutes. 


A Heartfelt “Sprint” 

Now you're ready for a more vigor- 
ous “sprint” to strengthen your heart 
and step up your circulation. 

Bring your right knee up to meet 
your left elbow. Then bring up your left 
knee to your right elbow. Keep alternat- 
ing in a brisk rhythm for about five 
minutes. Work up to 12-20 minutes. 


“Get The Big Picture” Neck Roll 
This exercise will ease the tightness 
that can lead to headaches and back 
pain. Let your chin fall gently onto your 
chest. Hold for a count of five. 
Then slowly roll until your left ear 
is over your left shoulder. Con- 
tinue your roll until you are look- 
ing straight up. Then roll to the 
right, forward, and back to your 
original position. Hold for five 
counts. Repeat to the right. 


A Shoulder Shimmy 

You'll feel your shoulders relax and 
tension flow out of your upper back. 

Begin rolling your right shoulder up, 
forward, down, and back. Roll forward 
five times. Then roll your left shoulder 
forward five times. Now begin rolling 
your shoulders alternately; as your 
right shoulder rolls up, your left shoul- 
der rolls down. Keep rolling for one to 
two minutes. Then reverse. 


The Lower Torso Lift 

This simple exercise does wonderful 
things for your lower torso. It stretches 
the muscles of the calves, strengthens 
the quadriceps muscles of the upper 
leg, loosens the ankle joints, and even 
firms your stomach muscles! 

Raise your right leg straight in front 
of you until it is parallel to the floor. 
While holding the leg straight, roll your 
ankle five times to the right. Now roll 
the ankle five times to the left. Return 
your right leg to the floor, and repeat 
with your left leg. Now hold out both 
legs in front of you while you flex and 
point your feet ten times. Repeat the 
entire sequence three times. 

(To increase the level of difficulty, sit 
on the edge of your chair, lean back, 
and raise your right leg to form a 
“V” with your torso. Then begin the 
exercise.) 


The Complete Breath 

End your easy-chair workout with a 
breathing exercise that will refresh and 
invigorate you. Sitting erect in your 
chair, slowly inhale through your nose 
to a count of five. Your stomach should 
expand as you fill your lungs com- 
pletely. Hold your breath for a count of 
five, then slowly exhale through your 
mouth to a count of five. Repeat the 
exercise, increasing your count until 
you reach 15. 

After completing this program your 
heart will be pumping, your blood re- 
charged with oxygen, your muscles 
stretched and your joints flexed. You’ve 
increased your overall health and 
well-being—all without missing a min- 
ute of television time! të

A careful analysis of move- 
ment is the basis of his style. 


By studying a filmed horse 
race, he learned how to make 
the Headless Horseman’s gal- 
loping steed fly through the 
night in “Ichabod and Mr. 

Research at a nearby 
zoo showed him how the rhino 
guards in “Robin Hood” 
should throw their weight 
around, and helped him give 
the grisly bear of “The Fox 
and the Hound” its ferocious 
realism.

The Disney team went on to 
produce such hitsas “The Aris- 
tocats” “Robin Hood,” and 
“The Rescuers.”

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Elias Disney with sons Roy and Walt 


Is it true that Walt Disney built his 
studio so it could be turned intoa 
hospital in case the company failed? 
—S.M., Brea, Calif. 

No, that story is false. Actually what 
happened was this: When the studio was 
being built, Walt’s father Elias, then 80 
years old and a retired building 
contractor, came to visit. As Walt walked 
him through the unfinished animation 
building, Elias just could not imagine 
that such a grand building could be 
profitably devoted to making cartoons. 
Incredulously he asked, “But what can it 
be used for?” In order to pacify Elias, 
Walt, on the spur of the moment, came 
up with the hospital idea: “These rooms 
could be wards, and here would be the 
operating room, and here the examining 
room” Elias was satisfied then that his 
son had alternate plans for the building 
if the cartoon studio failed. 


When I was a kid back in the 1930s, my 
friends and I used to collect Big Little 
Books just as today’s kids collect comic 
books. I still have some of the Disney 
titles. Were there many?-B.E., Dallas, 
Texas 

There were several dozen Disney Big 
Little Books published by Whitman 
Publishing Company from 1933 to 1950. 
The later ones were called Better Little 
Books. The original cost was a dime; 
today copies in fine condition are 
bringing around $30 to $40. 


Even though most of the Disney 
feature films were in color, weren’t 
there a few that were in black and 
white? —H.B., Amarillo, Texas 

Yes, but so few you can count them on 
one hand: “The Shaggy Dog, “The 
Absent-Minded Professor,’ “Son of 
Flubber” and “The Sign of Zorro”.
